San Francisco.—Eight Japanese

El Paso (Tex.).—General Maclovia 
Herrera, a Carranza follower, has 
broken the armistice fixed by the peace 
convention at Aguas Calientes by at- 
tacking Parral, Chihuahua, defended 
by a Villa garrison, according to>effi- 
cial Constitutionalist advices received 
last Monday in Juarez, Travelers ar- 
riving here from Parral also told of 
the clash. 

In the battle the Herrera troops 
were driven off, although they had 
captured several positions in the town. 
Parral is the center of a large mining 
district, normally populated by several 
hundred Americans. No Americans 
were reported wounded or killed. The 
town was defended by 2000 Villa 
troops, while Herrera was said to have 
attacked with 1200 men, The fight 
lasted five hours, in which time about 
3800 men were killed on either. side. 


El Paso, Texas—An attempt was 
made to assassinate General Francisco 
Villa Tuesday by an agent alleged to 
have been commissioned and paid by 
General Pablo Gonzales, General Car- 
ranza’s staunch supporter. 


Mexico City—Venustiano Carranza 
submitted his resignation to the Aguas 
Cahentes convention the first part of 
the week. His offer to relinquish his 
post as supreme chief of the nation, 
however, is conditional on the retire- 
ment to private life of General Fran- 
cisco Villa.

WORK OF SKILL AND DARING 


lapanese Whalemen Constantly Risk 
Lives in the Pursuit of Most 
Dangerous Quarry. 

Many of the Japanege whalemen are 
most expert arid daring men. After a 
whale has been cornered, harpooned 
und is slowly giving out from exhaus- 
tion the nimble expert cf the whaling 
trew must prove his mcttle. 

The skilled Jap, after jumping upon 
the animal’s back and cutting two 
gashes in the head, one on each side, 
through which a rope must be run, 
and tied, cannot alwa>s perform his 
work in one trial. Often the animal 
makes a deep dive. But the little Jap 
must hold fast to his quarry and dive 
also, trusting to the fates that his own 
air supply in his lungs will last as 
long as that of the whale’s. 

The Jap is safer from being drowned 
thar from being crushed by the infu- 
tiated animal's tail. If the little Jap 
lets go it usually means his death— 
so he hangs on-to the diving quarry. 
Frequently these whalemen lose their 
(lives from drowning, but the members 
of their crew look upon this misfor- 
tune with something of a fatalistic 
regard. 

But the main business in hand is 
thé capture of the whale. Ags the fight 
progresses and the maddened, fright- 
ened mammal grows weaker and, 
finally, is dying, the boat crews row 
closer to the body and pray for the 
ease of his departing spirit. Members 
of the crew will call out the words, 
“Joraku! Joraku! Joraku!” and on 
the third day after the mammal hag 
been hauled ashore a service is held 
and prayers offered for the animal’s 
future contentment of spirit. 

As soon as the animal has been 
towed to the shore line he is cut up, 
the Japs are making huge excavations 
and penetrating inside the animai’s 
body as though entering a mine shaft 
or gallery, and eventually ma king 
their exit, all covered with blood. It 
{8 a gruesome sight, but is looked 
upon purely as a matter of course 
among the | Jap whalemen.

Vivisection. 

The growth of viviseetion 1s indf- 
cated in a White paper just issved. 
The total number ‘of experiments on 
Mving animals in 1013 in England wags 
88,158 or 4,559 more than in 1912. Of 
these 81,809 consisted of I!noculating 
by hypodermic injections, and some 
few’ other proceedings performed with- 
out anesthetics. Only ,2,939 were of 
such a nature that they came under 
the licensing provision of the act, 
which stipulates that the animal muet 
he kept under an anesthetic during 
the whole of the experiment, and must, 
if the pain is likely to continue after 
its effect has ceased, or {if any serious 
injury has been inflicted on the ani- 
mal, be killed before it recovers from 
the influence of the anesthetic. As 
many as 26,269 experiments were per- 
formed by 32 licenses, working at ten 
institutions, in the course of cancer 
investigations, most of them being in- 
oculations into mice. The total num- 
ber of ligenses was 638. Several ir- 
regularities by individuals are record- 
ed but in no case has the Hcense 
been rescinded. 


Defeat That Was Victory. 

One hundred years ago the cele- 
brated American privateer ‘General 
Armstrong,” in command of Capt. 
Samuel C. Reid, ran the blockade of 
British warships off Sandy Hook and 
put to sea on what was destined to 
be her last voyage. The ship arrived 
{n the Azores, 
and soon afterward three British war- 
ships entered the bay. After a fruit- 
less effort to escape, Captain Reid 
cleared his decks for action. The Brit- 
ish made three attacks on the ‘General 
Armstrong” in small boats, and each 
time were beaten off with heavy loss. 
Finally the British vessels closed in 
and began a heavy fire. Finding fur- 
ther resistance against such over- 
whelming odds futile, Captain Reid 
set a fuse to his magazine and with 
his crew safely got ashore. This bat- 
tie was the last naval engagement 
of the war of 1812. In the action the 
3ritish lost 350 in killed and wounded, 
while the American loss was but two 
killed and seven wounded. 

Life of a Flea. 

Socrates asked how far a flea could 
jump, but the length of his life is more 
important than the length of his jump. 
It is important because fleas are bear- 
ers and disseminators of various para- 
sites; thus, the rat-flea of India is the 
bearer of the plague microbe. The 
British rat-flea usually passes through 
its development cycle in two or three 
weeks; in ten days in warm, damp 
weather. Gautier and Raybaud kept 
one alive on human blood for 90 days. 
Another lived for 41 days in an ice 
chamber without feeding. Dr. Wil- 
liam Nicoll finds that a rat-flea can 
live on an average about a week apart 
from its host. The period of survival 
is longer at low temperature and in 
the light; it is shortened by excess 
of dryness or by excess of moisture. 
Very important, however, is the dis- 
covery that the larvae and pupae may 
survive in infected material (grain, 
sawdust, brushings and so on) for so 
long as a year.

HORSES THAT “DRINK” GRASS 


Product Peculiar to the Hawallan le 
lands Furnishes Both a Food 
and a Liquor. 

The proverbial horse which can be 
led to water, but which cannot be 
made to drink, exists in great num- 
bers in the Hawaiian islands. 

Among the cattle he has thousands 
of cousins of the same proclivities. 

It is a surprising statement to make, 
and yet one that is literally true and 
so commonplace that no one there 
ihinks anything about it, and there are 
hundreds of horses and thousands of 
cattle which never take a drink of 
water throughout the whole course 
of their lives. 

On all the islands the upper alti- 
tudes of the mountains are given up 
to cattle ranges. The cattle run wild 
from the time they are born until they 
are rounded up to be sent to the 
slaughter house. Except ddring pos- 
sibly two or three months of the rainy 
season, there are no streams or pools 
of water in any part where the cattle 
range. 

But everywhere there grows a re 
cumbent, jointed grass, known by the 
native name of maninia. This is 
both food and drink, says a recent 
traveler. Horses and cattle grazing 
on it neither require water nor will 
they drink it when offered. 

Our first experience with this fact 
was on a trip to Haleakala. A party 
were mounted on horses which had 
just been brought in from the range. 
The journey they made was 14 miles, 
in which distance they ascended 9,000 
feet. 

The party started in the afternoon, 
and at sunset halted for supper. They 


| thought it strange that the horses 


should leave a feed of grain to nibble 
the scanty grass Which grew near-by, 
but were willing to trust their instinct 
in the matter. 

However, before starting they in- 
sisted that they be given water. The 
native guide demurred to this, saying 
they didn’t need it, but with the good- 
natured complaisance of his race, 
yielded to requests, and led a de 
tour of about a mile, which brought 
the party to a ranch house, where 
there was a well. But to the utter 
amazemeit of the travelers the horses 
would not drink. 

They took it as another case of in- 
stinct and assumed that the water, 
for some reason, was not good. and 
so refrained from drinking it them- 
selves. It was not until the return, 
the second day, tno. Kawaanae. that 
the travelers learned the secret of the 
wonderful maninta grass.

Repairing a Cut. 


The first step in the repair of a cut 
in the shoe, regardless of the depth to 
is to scrape around 
the cut with 4 rasp until there'is clean 
rubber or fabric around the entire cut. 
The exposed surface should then be 
rubbed with a wire buffing brush, 
which {s generally furnished as part

of the tool kit. This will give a good 
surface for the cement to take hold. 
After the. roughentng process is com- 
plete the surface sbould be given a 
coat of vulcanizing cement and then 
left to dry.

Paris—The smashing tactics of the 
Germans along the North sea coast | 
line continued incessantly Tuesday, 
when the hig guns were .turned on 
Nieuport, and the allies had to with- 
stand constant attacks of mases of

Very little progress, however, | 


was made by the Germans, who were 
faced with the strongest resistance. 

Monday’s crossing of the Yser appar- 
ently had only a moral effect, as the| 
Germans were confronted with solid 
lines of aliled troops and were pre- 
vented from advancing without over- 
whelming efforts further toward the 
channel ports. The character of the 
country prohibits a rapid movement, 
as the land is cut up by canals, and two 
strong series of defensive works sepa- 
rate them from Dunkirk. 

Berlin, via Amsterdam—A_ report 
from general headquarters, dated Tues- 
day forenoon, says: 

“West of the Yser canal, between 
Nieuport and Dixmude, which is still 
occupied by the enemy, our troops at- 
tacked the hostile positions, which are 
obstinately defended. The British fleet 
co-operated, but was forced back by 
the heavy artillery fire. Three ships 
were hit. During the afternoon the 
fleet kept beyond the distance of sight.’’ 

London.— Vessels from the French 
navy, having crept around the coast, 
were standing by the British monitors 
which are hurling shells landward be- 
tween Ostend and Nieuport on the 
Belgian coast in continuation of the 
fierce battle between Germany and the 
allies for the possession of the North 
Sea and channel ports. 

For the first time since the war 
began air craft and warships are ald- 
ing simultaneously in the movements 
of land forces; thus the struggle is 
being waged in the air, on the sea 
and on the land at the game time. 

The Germans are hurrying forward 
fresh troops and heavy guns, the lat- 
ter reply to the damaging 
fire from the ships, and although they 
have been pushed back at® certain 
points, they appear to be holding their 
line between the sea and La Bassee, 
without, however, making noteworthy 
progress. 

The fight, so far as Belgium is con-

PREDICTS: BOOM IN 
COMMERCIAL LINES 


Big Rush of Foreign Orders For 
American Goods Expected 
to Boost Business 


New York.—Foreign business coming 
to the United States in the shape of 
huge orders for army supplies will 
pay the emergency tax which it is now 
necessary to levy to assure the Uni- 
ted States treasury an ample working 
balance, many times over. This strict 
neutrality of this country enforced by 
President Wilson enables the Ameri- 
can manufacturers and laborers to 
reap the benefits of this opportunity. 

As summarized by the New York 
Journal of Commerce, this is the situ- 
ation: 

Investigation in several leading 
trade lines shows that within the past 
month there has been a most en- 
couraging flow of new and extensive 
orders for such important articles 
from our American mills as blankets, 
cotton goods, leather and steel. The 
war, according to recent indications, 
has brought to many of our largest 
corporate manufacturing organizations 
not a few orders for their products, 
which will keep them busy in opera- 
tions for some time at least and in one 
or two instances establish new records 
for amounts or materials requined to 
fill single orders, 

The increasing activity of agents or 
buying contractors representing 
foreign countries, both neutral and 
belligerent, according to some trade 
leaders, has induced a feeling of the 
greatest confidence for the immediate 
and near future of our industrial 
operations, which, in turn, cannot help 
but exert a beneficial influence towards 
bringing about general improvement of 
business in the United States. 

The textile industries have come in 
for-a good share of the extra foreign 
business already necessitated by war 
operations abroad, Several large New 
York staté underwear mills that have 
been closed because of the slowness of 
trade in this country, are now running 
full and overtime, in some cases.
